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Chapter  212,  Session  Laws  1905 


Abstract  from  an  Act  to  Amend  the  Charter  of  the  City  of  Portsmouth, 
Sections  25  to  29  Inclusive 


Sect.  25.  The  city  auditor  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  general  financial 
condition  of  the  city,  of  the  amounts  appropriated  for  each  branch, 
board  or  department  thereof,  and  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of 
each  branch,  board  or  department.  He  shall  twice  in  each  year,  and 
oftener,  if  necessary,  audit  the  accounts  of  all  city  officials,  commis- 
sions and  boards  who  receive,  handle  or  expend  any  moneys  of  the 
city,  and  shall  report  thereon  to  the  city  council  twice  in  each  year, 
and  oftener  if  required.  The  city  auditor  shall  give  his  entire  time  to 
the  duties  of  the  office. 

Sect.  26.  No  bill  against  the  city  shall  be  ordered  paid  by  the  city 
council,  or  paid  by  the  city  treasurer  until  the  auditor  shall  have  ap- 
proved the  same  and  certified  to  said  city  council  whether  or  not  said 
bill  was  lawfully  contracted;  whether  or  not  it  is  for  goods  or  materials, 
the  prices  charged  are  reasonable,  also  whether  or  not  the  goods  were 
actually  received  by  the  city,  and  whether  such  bill  is  in  favor  of  a  per- 
son or  party  legally  entitled  to  receive  the  same  under  the  provisions 
of  the  act.  He  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  are  now  or  may 
hereafter  be  required  by  ordinance  or  by  the  city  council. 

Sect.  27.  If  the  auditor  shall  knowingly  make  any  false  certification 
in  any  case  provided  for  in  Section  33,  or  shall  approve  any  bill  when 
the  appropriation  from  which  the  same  should  be  paid  is  exhausted,  he 
shall  be  fined  not  exceeding  two  hundred  dollars  or  imprisoned  not  ex- 
ceeding six  months,  or  both. 

Sect.  28.  If  the  treasurer  shall  pay  any  money  from  the  city  treas- 
ury, except  an  order  of  the  city  council  after  approval  by  the  auditor, 
which  order  of  the  city  council  shall  be  certified  to  by  the  mayor,  he 
shall  be  fined  not  exceeding  two  hundred  dollars  or  imprisoned  not  ex- 
ceeding six  months  or  both,  and  he  shall  be  personally  bound  to  refund 
to  the  city  any  sum  so  paid. 

Sect.  29.  If  any  officer,  board  or  commission  or  member  thereof,  of 
said  city,  excepting  the  board  of  police  commissioners,  having  authority 
to  make  contracts  or  expend  money  in  behalf  of  the  city  shall,  by  mak- 
ing any  contract,  purchasing  any  goods  or  employing  any  labor,  or 
otherwise,  undertake  to  make  the  city  liable  for  any  amount  in  excess 
of  the  funds  available  therefor  from  income  or  appropriation,  said  offi- 
cer, board  or  commission,  or  member  thereof,  shall  be  removed  from 
office  by  the  city  council  after  due  hearing.

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Report  of  Highway  Department,  1929 


To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  City  Council : 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Highway  Department  of  the 
Board  of  Public  Works  for  the  year  1929  is  herewith  sub- 
mitted. 

HIGHWAY    MAINTENANCE 
STREET  REPAIRS 

The  condition  of  most  of  our  streets  is  such  that  only  a  nominal 
amount  of  repairs  to  them  is  necessary.  The  fact  that  most  of  our 
macadam  streets  are  oiled  annually  and  the  good  condition  of  our  paved 
streets  makes  this  possible. 

COLLECTION  OF  ASHES 

Ashes  and  rubbish  have  been  collected  daily  except  Sundays  and  holi- 
days within  the  city  limits.  During  1929  the  entire  collection  has  been 
carried  on  by  two  one  and  cne-half  ton  Ford  trucks  instead  of  four 
carts,  and  the  number  of  helpers  reduced  from  four  to  three.  This  has 
effected  a  saving  of  the  pay  of  three  men  for  this  work. 

Most  of  the  material  collected  has  been  dumped  in  the  Incinerator  lot 
on  South  street  or  in  the  field  of  R.  H.  Ham  on  Maplewood  Ave.  There 
has  been  some  material  dumped  on  the  property  of  interested  taxpayers 
to  help  grade  undeveloped  property. 

SANDING  SIDEWALKS 

Weather  conditions  have  been  such  that  it  has  been  necessary  to  sand 
the  sidewalks  very  much  during  the  months  of  November  and  December; 
in  fact,  as  much  sand  was  used  during  the  winter  months  of  1929  as 
during  the  whole  seasons  of  1927  and  1928. 

GARBAGE 

Daily  collection  of  garbage  except  on  Sundays  and  holidays  was  made 
by  the  city  and  the  material  disposed  of  at  the  incinerator.  This 
amounted  to  approximately  1.500,000  pounds  or  a  daily  average  of  4,800 
pounds.  One  man  was  employed  in  the  collection  of  material  and  one 
man  stationed  at  the  incinerator  in  charge  of  the  disposal. 

In  April,  1929,  necessary  repairs  were  made  to  the  side  walls  and  the 
interior  of  the  combustion  chamber  of  the  incinerator.  This  work  was 
done  by  local  labor  under  the  supervision  of  the  Superintendent  with 
the  co-operation  of  the  Jarvis  Engineering  Company,  who  originally  de- 
signed and  constructed  the  plant. 
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SNOW 

Prom  January  1,  to  March  1,  1929  there  were  hut  three  storms  severe 
enough  to  warrant  plowing  the  streets  and  sidewalks  and  removing  the 
snow  from  the  streets.  While  snow  came  earlier  in  the  later  winter 
months  there  was  only  one  storm  in  December  severe  enough  to  warrant 
plowing  and  removal,  so  the  cost  was  but  very  little  more  than  in  1928. 

All  sidewalk  equipment  is  in  excellent  shape  and  with  the  newly  re- 
paired Holt  tractor  and  the  "Clectrac"  "40"  tractor  recently  purchased, 
fitted  to  the  latest  model  Sargent  plow,  together  with  two  truck  plows 
the  city  forces  can  handle  any  storm  that  may  come  during  the  remain- 
ing winter  months. 

CARE  OF  AND  TRIMMING  TREES 

The  expense  of  moth  removal  during  this  year  was  less  than  sixty 
dollars,  due  to  work  done  in  the  previous  two  years.  It  was  necessary 
to  notify  but  one  or  two  property  owners  to  remove  moths  on  private 
grounds. 

The  summer-winter  contract  was  let  to  the  New  Hampshire  Tree  Co. 
to  spray  the  foliage  of  trees  adjoining  city  streets  for  the  browntail 
moth  during  the  summer  season,  and  for  satin  and  tussock  moths  and 
other  latent  pests  during  the  winter  season,  at  a  cost  of  $950.00.  Again 
due  to  good  coverage  in  previous  years  this  work  accomplished  much 
better  results  than  heretofore. 

In  order  that  there  might  be  some  replacement  made  for  the  future  a 
large  number  of  young  trees  supplied  by  the  generosity  of  a  citizen  and 
from  grounds  of  Haven  Pumping  Station  were  planted  at  no  expense 
except  for  labor  on  many  of  the  principal  streets.  It  is  hoped  that  at 
least  seventy-five  per  cent  of  these  will  survive  the  winter  season  and  if 
they  do  this  will  be  a  considerable  addition  to  the  appearance  of  our 
streets. 

MAINTENANCE  OF  FOUNTAINS 

The  fountain  at  Market  Square  was  not  relocated  and  there  were  but 
two  horse  fountains  maintained  during  1929,  one  at  Maplewood  Avenue 
and  Dennett  street  and  one  at  the  head  of  Little  Harbor  road. 

The  usual  number  of  bubbler  fountains  were  kept  in  condition  during 
the  seasonal  months  for  the  convenience  of  the  public. 

ROADS 

All  the  outlying  roads  were  cleared  of  brush,  ditched  and  crowned 
•during  the  months  when  work  could  be  carried  on. 

Particular  mention  should  be  made  of  the  filling  in  of  low  places  on 
Elwyn  road  with  broken  stone  removed  from  the  ledge  at  the  corner  of 
Elwyn  road  and  Lafayette  road,  also  the  fact  that  six  hundred  feet  of 
'Sherburne  road  and  Peverly  Hill  road  were  covered  with  road  oil. 

There  still  remains  much  that  could  be  done  on  the  outlying  roads; 
all  should  be  graveled,  filled  and  oiled  to  hold  the  surface,  particularly 
Sherburne  road  which  is  the  main  approach  to  the  Aviation  Field. 
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OILING  ROADS 

The  principal  macadam  streets  of  the  city,  including  those  at  Atlantic 
Heights  were  scarified,  rolled,  sprayed  with  "road  oil"  and  covered  with 
sand,  except  Court  street,  Islington  street  and  Woodbury  Avenue  where 
"Taric  Compound"  was  applied  instead  of  road  oil.  Road  oil  was  also 
applied  on  parts  of  Peverly  Hill  and  Sherburne  roads. 

The  Standard  Oil  Company  of  New  York  furnished  and  applied  46,146 
gallons  of  No.  6  and  7,705  gallons  of  No.  4  road  oil,  and  the  Independent 
Coal  Tar  Company  of  Boston  furnished  and  applied  10,000  gallons  of 
"Taric  Compound"  under  separate  contracts  with  the  city. 

The  sand  used  to  cover  the  oil  and  tar  was  dug,  hauled  and  spread  by 
city  workmen,  and  all  the  other  work  was  done  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Superintendent  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works. 

BRIDGES 

There  have  been  no  major  repairs  necessary  on  any  of  the  bridges  un- 
der the  care  of  the  city,  most  of  the  work  consisting  of  replacing  plank- 
ing and  railings.  The  Sagamore  Bridge  and  the  bridge  over  the  railroad 
on  Kearsarge  street  were  repainted,  special  heat-proof  paint  being  used 
on  the  under  side  of  the  Kearsarge  street  structure. 

The  appropriation  allotted  to  this  work  is  however,  inadequate  to  per- 
mit of  the  necessary  emergency  repairs  that  may  come  during  any  year. 

TRAFFIC  LINES  AND  BEACONS 

Appropriate  traffic  lines  at  the  principal  street  intersections,  "Stop" 
and  "School"  warnings  and  curb  parking  lanes  for  automobiles  were 
painted  on  the  paved  streets  of  the  city  and  kept  in  the  proper  condi- 
tion during  the  months  of  heavy  traffic. 

There  are  but  two  "gas  beacons"  remaining  in  use,  one  at  the  junction 
of  Richards  avenue  and  Middle  street,  and  one  at  the  junction  of  Scott 
and  Dutton  avenues  on  the  Bridge  approach.  There  is  one  electric  bea- 
con at  the  intersection  of  Miller  avenue,  South  street,  and  Sagamore 
avenue.  All  these  beacons  were  serviced  at  a  nominal  cost  during  the 
year. 

The  additional  electric  traffic  signal  lights  installed  at  the  intersec- 
tion of  South  street  and  Lafayette  road,  and  those  at  the  head  of 
Vaughan  street  on  Congress,  have  proved  as  efficient  as  those  previously 
installed  in  1928. 

MAINTENANCE  OF  EQUIPMENT 

This  item  of  expense  increases  yearly  as  there  are  more  pieces  of  mo- 
tor equipment  acquired.  The  Highway  Department  now  has  thirteen 
pieces  of  mobile  motor  equipment  in  almost  daily  use  except  in  unsea- 
sonable weather.  The  ash  trucks,  the  tractors  and  the  White  trucks 
have  been  used  more  than  ever  in  previous  seasons,  due  to  the  unusual 
amount  of  work  done  from  April  to  November;  in  fact,  it  was  necessary 
to  hire  three  auxiliary  trucks  during  the  asphalting  season. 

Extensive  overhaul  and  repairs  were  necessary  for  the  Holt  tractor, 
but  as  this  was  the  first  overhauling  since  the  tractor  was  bought  five 
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years  ago,  the  amount  of  work  involved  and  the  prorated  cost  was  very 
moderate. 

The  upkeep  of  the  horses  and  horse  drawn  vehicles,  such  as  carts, 
sleds  and  plows,  was  nominal  for  the  year. 

A  considerable  saving  in  feeding  the  horses  was  effected  by  cutting 
the  hay  on  the  parks  and  other  city  property  and  storing  it  in  the  City 
Stable  and  in  the  barn  at  Boynton  Park. 

SIDEWALK  MAINTENANCE 

Several  brick  sidewalks  were  extensively  repaired,  in  some  cases  the 
abuttor  paying  one-half  the  cost  of  labor  and  material.  Gravel  side- 
walks were  repaired  wherever  it  was  found  necessary. 

SEWER  MAINTENANCE 

The  sewer  system  has  not  improved,  in  fact,  in  some  places  rapid  de- 
terioration would  indicate  the  necessity  of  radical  changes  and  replace- 
ments. The  usual  spring  and  fall  floods  were  experienced  due  to  the 
backing  up  of  the  tide  in  the  main  trunks. 

The  practice  of  cleaning  and  repairing  private  sewers  for  property 
owners  has  been  continued,  with  the  usual  proviso  that  a  substantial 
deposit  be  made  by  the  owner  before  the  work  was  undertaken. 

STATE  ROAD  MAINTENANCE 

Inasmuch  as  there  was  a  new  road  in  prospect  on  the  Lafayette  road 
and  because  of  the  excellent  structure  of  the  Greenland  road,  there  was 
very  little  done  on  either  of  these  trunk  roads,  except  filling  in  holes 
with  hot  patch,  gravel  and  rebuilding  the  shoulders.  The  shoulders  on 
the  Lafayette  road  from  the  Rye  line  for  about  five  hundred  feet  toward 
the  city  were  widened  and  the  guard  rail  discarded.  This  work  was 
done  by  the  state  highway  construction  crew,  the  city  sharing  the  ex- 
pense on  a  fifty  per  cent  basis.  Minor  patching  with  both  cold  and  hot 
patch  was  done  on  the  Sagamore  and  Dover  roads. 

RECONSTRUCTION 

Under  this  heading  falls  the  work  done  on  several  of  our  main  high- 
ways. In  most  instances  extensive  sections  of  paving  were  relaid,  the 
streets  widened  considerably  or  a  practically  new  surface  was  laid  over 
the  old  one.  On  Middle  street  the  rails  were  removed  from  Lafayette 
Toad  to  Aldrich  road  and  the  car  tracks  were  covered  from  the  junction 
of  Middle  road,  Lafayette  road  and  Middle  street  to  the  Public  Library. 
Middle  road  was  widened  from  Lois  street  to  the  junction  of  Middle  road. 
Lafayette  road  and  Middle  street.  Congress  street,  Market  square  and 
Market  street  from  Market  square  to  Bow  street  were  resurfaced  from 
crown  to  gutter.  On  the  lower  end  of  Market  street  from  Bow  to  Green 
•street  a  hot  top  surface  was  laid  over  the  granite  paving  with  a  crushed 
stone  cushion.  Kearsarge  street  had  a  large  section  laid  in  ir  from  the 
bridge  toward  Palkland  street. 
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There  were  24,790  square  yards  of  hot  top  paving  laid  Oil  the  above 
streets  divided  as  follows:  Middle  street  4.630  square  yards,  Middle  road 
8,530  square  yards,  Congress  street  4,900  square  yards,  Market  street  5,030 
square  yards,  Market  square  2,000  square  yards,  and  Kearsarge  street  1,- 
500  square  yards. 

NEW  CONSTRUCTION— STREETS 

Five  hundred  yards  of  hot  top  paving  was  laid  on  the  section  of  Fleet 
street  from  Court  to  State  after  it  had  been  scarified  and  graveled. 

Bow  street  was  scarified  and  hot  top  laid,  from  Daniels  street  to  a  point 
opposite  the  rear  of  St.  John's  churchyard.  One  hundred  and  eighty 
square  yards  of  paving  were  laid  on  this  street. 

A  complete  new  street  was  built  on  Lincoln  avenue  from  Junkins  ave- 
nue to  Middle  street.  The  street  was  twenty-seven  feet  wide  from  curb 
to  curb  and  3,444  feet  in  length.  9,060  square  yards  of  hot  top  paving 
were  laid  in  building  the  street. 

To  hold  the  paving  in  place,  a  three  foot  concrete  gutter  with  a  curb- 
ing 8  inches  high  was  constructed.  Wherever  there  were  private  drive- 
ways, concrete  approaches  were  constructed  and  at  street  intersections 
the  gutter  was  appropriately  widened.  The  curb  and  gutter  was  con- 
structed at  a  cost  of  $1.81  per  linear  foot. 

As  a  by-product  of  the  excavation  necessary  for  proper  grade  between 
Broad  and  Union  streets,  considerable  filling  was  done  on  Spring  street 
between  Willow  Lane  and  Broad  street. 

NEW  CONSTRUCTION— SIDEWALKS 

The  work  done  this  year  has  clearly  demonstrated  that  asphalt  hot 
top  is  an  excellent  material  for  the  permanent  construction  of  long 
stretches  of  sidewalk  surface  at  a  minimum  expense.  The  longest  con- 
tinuous stretch  laid  was  on  Junkins  avenue  from  Pleasant  street  to 
South  street  and  also  a  short  stretch  adjoining  Langdon  Park  on  South 
street.  There  were  1,220  square  yards  of  asphalt  hot  top  laid  on  a  sand 
cushion  in  this  sidewalk. 

Another  stretch  from  Parrott  avenue  skirting  the  shore  of  the  South 
Pond  and  adjoining  the  tennis  courts  and  ending  at  the  Rockland  street 
entrance  opposite  Kent  street  was  laid  on  the  South  Playground.  440 
square  yards  of  hot  top  were  used  in  completing  this  sidewalk. 

Practically  every  abuttor  on  Lincoln  avenue  and  many  on  adjacent  side 
streets  took  the  opportunity  of  having  hot  top  sidewalks  with  outside 
and  inside  approaches  laid  in  front  of  their  property  at  the  nominal  ex- 
pense of  two  dollars  per  square  yard.  The  abuttor  in  each  instance  paid 
one-half  the  expense  of  sidewalk  construction  and  outside  approaches, 
or  one  dollar  per  square  yard,  and  the  full  expense  or  two  dollars  per 
square  yard  for  the  inside  approaches,  to  steps,  driveways,  etc.  There 
were  4,350  square  yards  of  hot  top  laid  in  completing  these  sidewalks. 

The  area  between  the  sidewalk  and  the  curb  was  in  every  instance 
graded  and  a  top  covering  of  loam  applied  so  that  grass  seed  might  be 
planted  in  this  space  by  the  abuttor. 
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GRANOLITHIC   SIDEWALKS 

Granolithic  sidewalks  were  laid  by  E.  W.  Trefethen  under  the  usual 
contract  with  the  city,  the  city  paying  one-half  and  the  abuttor  paying 
one-half  the  expense  of  all  sidewalk  construction  and  outside  driveway 
approaches  at  47  cents  per  square  foot  and  the  abuttor  paying  the  full 
expense  of  all  inside  approaches  and  any  private  work.

PARKS    AND    PLAYGROUNDS 
MAINTENANCE  AND  CARE 

Despite  the  dry  season  the  flower  beds,  heages  and  grass  in  the  sev- 
eral parks  were  kept  in  very  good  condition  and  received  the  usual  good 
care,  plants  being  replaced  in  the  beds  when  necessary  and  the  hedges 
and  lawns  properly  trimmed  and  mowed.  An  additional  man  was  em- 
ployed during  part  of  the  season  as  the  new  plot  at  the  intersection  of 
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Marcy  street  and  South  streets  and  those  at  Atlantic  Heights  were  added 
to  the  park  system. 

As  has  been  noted  before,  the  standing  grass  mowed  in  the  parks  and 
on  other  city  property  supplied  sufficient  hay  to  provide  winter  feed  for 
the  city  horses.  This  work  was  all  done  by  city  workmen  and  by  a  two- 
horse  mowing  machine  and  rake  purchased  this  year. 

The  playstead  and  tennis  courts  were  kept  in  proper  shape  during  the 
season  and  the  grass  in  the  area  adjoining  the  shelter  house  was  mowed 
frequently. 

SUPERVISION 

From  June  24th  to  September  1st  at  the  South  Playground,  Mr.  Lloyd 
Patch  was  in  charge  of  the  boys'  activities  and  Miss  Anna  McLean  in 
charge  of  the  girls'  with  Miss  Felicia  Gray  as  her  assistant.  During  the 
season  at  the  Pine  street  Playground,  which  is  used  mostly  by  the  small 
children  of  this  section,  Mr.  Frederick  Martineau  was  in  charge.  All 
the  supervisors  accomplished  excellent  results  and  showed  a  keen  inter- 
est in  the  work.  It  is  clearly  demonstrated  that  at  least  fifty  children 
daily  were  kept  off  the  streets  away  from  the  danger  of  summer  traffic 
under  conscientious  supervision  and  healthy  influences. 

IMPROVEMENTS 

The  shelter  house  was  extensively  repaired  as  were  the  grandstand 
and  third  base  bleachers,  and  all  were  painted,  the  work  being  done  by 
city  employees  under  the  supervision  of  the  Superintendent. 

An  adequate  barrier  reaching  from  the  nearest  abuttor  on  Parrot 
Avenue  to  the  pond  constructed  of  wire  cable  strung  upon  wooden  posts 
painted  white,  was  erected  to  prevent  automobiles  from  trespassing  on 
the  playing  field  and  appropriate  warning  signs  were  posted  to  warn 
such  offenders.  It  is  expected  that  the  upkeep  of  the  playstead  will 
be  materially  reduced  by  the  abatement  of  this  drawback. 

Both  these  improvements  have  added  materially  to  the  appearance  of 
the  playground. 

The  hot  top  sidewalk  previously  mentioned  under  sidewalk  construc- 
tion is  a  marked  improvement  and  the  erection  of  modern  street  lights 
made  travelling  convenient  and  safe  for  the  pedestrian  from  this  section 
into  town. 

NEW     EQUIPMENT 

An  Acme  Motor  Road  Roller  was  purchased  at  a  cost  of  $4,970.  The 
Buffalo  Springfield  Steam  Roller  was  traded  in  and  the  allowance  ap- 
plied on  the  purchase  price  of  the  new  motor  roller.  The  new  road  roll- 
er is  of  the  latest  design  and  will  be  much  more  economical  and  efficient 
than  the  steam  machine. 

A  "Clectrac"  "40"  7%  ton  tractor  was  bought  to  replace  the  5-ton 
Meade  Morrison  tractor.  The  new  tractor  has  many  good  features — 
such  as  six  cylinder  engine,  broader  tracks  and  several  mechanical  im- 
provements.   An  allowance  was  made  for  the  Meade  Morrison  tractor 
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making  the  purchase  price  of  the  new  machine  less.  There  was  also  a 
Sargent  snow  plow  of  the  latest  model  fitted  to  the  "Clectrac"  tractor; 
making  the  plow  and  tractor  together  cost  $5,000. 

A  much  needed  purchase  was  a  new  Fargo  Packet  truck  to  be  used  by 
the  Assistant  Superintendent  for  emergency  jobs  and  to  assist  him  in 
properly  supervising  the  work  under  his  charge.  The  new  truck  cost 
$853. 

To  handle  the  concrete  work  on  Lincoln  Avenue  and  other  jobs  that 
may  arise  in  the  future  a  Ransom  Concrete  Mixer  driven  by  a  2  h.  p.  Le 
Roi  engine  was  purchased.  This  machine  has  amply  repaid  its  purchase 
price  and  proved  a  great  saver  of  time  and  money. 

The  work  of  plowing  and  harrowing  the  aviation  field  was  greatly  fa- 
cilitated by  the  purchase  at  a  nominal  price  of  a  second  hand  Fordson 
tractor  which  was  in  first  class  shape  and  can  be  used  extensively  in 
the  future  on  other  work. 

It  was  necessary  to  purchase  a  new  2  h.  p.  Le  Roi  engine  for  the  Haiss 
loader  and  this  was  done  for  $250. 

NEW    CONSTRUCTION    OUTSIDE    OF    REGULAR 

ACTIVITIES 

AVIATION  FIELD 

The  work  started  in  1928  on  the  Aviation  Field  was  continued  during 
the  year  and  the  field  is  practically  two-thirds  finished.  The  biggest 
part  of  the  area  was  in  such  condition  during  the  last  summer  season 
that  demonstration  flights  were  held  daily  at  two  different  periods. 

NEW  TRENCH  SEWER  CONSTRUCTION 

Considerable  ditch  was  dug  and  quite  a  stretch  of  24  in.  pipe  laid  in 
the  property  of  R.  H.  Ham  who  for  consideration  conveyed  a  right  of 
way  across  his  property  from  Maplewood  avenue  to  tidewater  in  the 
river. 

In  the  developed  property  of  George  E.  Boss  about  four  hundred  of 
ten  inch  Akron  tile  pipe  was  laid  to  serve  as  a  main  sewer  to  drain  the 
lots  of  several  householders. 

SKATING  RINK  ON  THE  SOUTH  PLAYGROUND 

The  skating  rink  was  operated  as  has  been  the  custom  for  the  past 
four  years  by  employees  of  the  Board.  The  principal  duties  were  clean- 
ing snow  from  the  rink  and  spraying  to  make  new  ice  when  the  weather 
permitted.  This  big  rink  and  the  hockey  rink  have  afforded  a  safe  and 
pleasant  site  for  healthy  sport  for  young  and  old. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

PERMANENT  PROGRAM  STREET  AND   SD3EWALK 
CONSTRUCTION 

It  is  respectfully  recommended  that  a  program  of  permanent  street 
and  sidewalk  construction  be  established  with  adequate  appropriations 


76 

to  accomplish  a  definite  amount  of  work  each  year  on  streets  and  side- 
walks. This  program  if  followed  out  for  ten  years  will  necessarily  re- 
duce the  maintenance  cost  of  the  principal  streets. 

The  sidewalks  all  over  the  city  cannot  be  properly  maintained  with 
the  available  funds.  In  all  cases  under  this  plan  permanent  hot  top 
sidewalks  with  a  life  of  twenty  to  twenty-five  years  could  be  laid  at  a 
nominal  expense  and  with  the  abuttor  doing  his  share  the  city  would 
not  be  heavily  burdened. 

STREET  SIGNS 

Again  the  Board  wishes  to  maintain  and  recommend  the  purchase 
and  erection  of  proper  street  signs  so  that  those  unfamiliar  with  the 
city  may  find  their  way  about. 

NEW  LOADER 

A  new  gravel  loader  which  could  be  converted  into  a  snow  loader  by 
minimum  adjustment  is  practically  a  necessity  for  the  loader  now  in  use 
is  practically  of  no  value  and  the  cost  of  complete  overhauling  and  re- 
pair would  be  prohibitive. 

NEW  ASPHALT  PLANT 

The  capacity  and  design  of  the  Asphalt  Plant  is  such  that  material 
cannot  be  turned  out  economically  and  in  such  quantities  as  to  serve 
the  purpose  efficiently.  The  purchase  of  a  new  modern  plant  in  which 
material  can  be  mixed  efficiently,  stand  temporarily  and  turned  out  at 
the  proper  temperature  to  be  worked  to  advantage  is  therefore  strongly 
recommended. 

VACUUM  STREET  SWEEPER 

A  vacuum  street  sweeper  would  pay  for  itself  in  one  year  and  with 
increasing  danger  of  continuous  traffic  in  the  summer  season,  it  seems 
reasonable  to  replace  the  customary  labor  now  used  for  this  purpose  by 
some  mechanical  means  Which  can  do  the  work  more  quickly  and  ef- 
ficiently. 

STOP  SIGNS 

The  purchase  of  "Stop  Signs"  to  be  placed  at  the  junction  of  inter- 
secting streets  and  main  trunk  line  highways  is  very  essential  and  it  is 
hoped  that  this  can  be  accomplished  during  1930. 

HORSE  DRAWN  ROAD  MACHINE 

The  present  horse  drawn  road  machine  is  very  much  out  of  repair  and 
should  be  replaced  by  a  new  one.  This  could  be  done  at  a  fairly  nominal 
cost.  It  is  a  very  essential  piece  of  equipment  and  serves  a  purpose  that 
the  larger  heavier  tractor  drawn  machine  could  not  do. 

PURCHASE  OF  ROAD  SURFACING  MATERIALS 

The  appropriation  for  road  surfacing  materials,  i.  e.,  "road  oil"  and 
"taric  compound"  should  be  doubled  so  that  another  10,000  gallons  of 
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"Taric  Compound"  could  be  purchased.    This  material  is  very  satisfac- 
tory and  yields  excellent  results. 

It  is  also  very  essential  to  spray  our  country  roads  during  the  summer 
season  with  at  least  one  application  of  number  four  "road  oil"  to  keep 
down  excessive  dust  and  prepare  the  surface  for  the  weather  in  later 
seasons. 

"TRAFFIC  LINES"  APPROPRIATION 

There  is  at  present  not  sufficient  money  appropriation  to  permit  of 
taking  care  of  traffic  lines  properly  and  this  appropriation  should  be  in- 
creased at  least  fifty  per  cent. 

BARN  AT  BOYNTON  PARK 

The  barn  at  Boynton  Park  needs  repairs  badly.  This  is  a  convenient 
storage  place  for  hay,  Akron  pipe  and  other  maintenances,  and  collapse 
of  the  barn  would  render  this  impossible. 

NEW  GARAGE  AND  SHED— CITY  YARD 

Additional  temporary  garage  space  should  be  provided  as  the  trucks 
and  other  equipment  are  overcrowded. 

NEW  BUILDINGS 

Under  present  conditions  the  offices  are  inaccessible  practically  to 
visitors  on  business  and  the  ventilation  terrible  with  the  present  system 
of  storing  motor  equipment  below  in  the  building  now  in  use. 

A  concrete  builidng  with  offices  on  the  street  level,  shut  off  from  the 
garage  and  shop  space  in  the  rear  both  above  and  below  is  strongly  rec- 
ommended. Such  a  building  could  be  built  under  the  supervision  of  the 
present  superintendent  with  local  labor  and  then  attain  two  desirable 
results,  i.  e.,  giving  men  in  need  of  employment  work,  and  providing  the 
two  departments,  both  Water  and  Highway,  with  proper  shop  vehicle 
storage  and  office  facilities  in  keeping  with  the  needs  of  the  department.

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1929  Report  of  Superintendent  of  Fire  Alarm 
and  Inspector  of  Wires  and  Poles 


To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  City  Council. 

The  Fire  Alarm  system  is  at  present  in  good  working 
condition,  and  we  have  this  year  replaced  two  of  the  older 
type  street  boxes  with  the  latest  Gamewell  Peerless  suc- 
cession box,  with  quick  action  doors,  now  making  a  total  of 
seventeen  of  this  latter  type  in  service.  A  few  of  the  older 
boxes  should  be  replaced  each  year  until  the  balance  is 
completed. 

The  Storage  Batteries  at  the  Central  Fire  Station  used 
for  opearting  the  system  are  in  bad  condition  and  will 
have  to  be  replaced  in  a  very  short  time. 

We  have  this  year  purchased  a  new  Motor-Generator 
Set  used  for  charging  the  batteries  and  this  will  be  used 
as  an  auxiliary  in  case  of  break-down  which  was  very  much 
needed. 

The  lines  and  circuits,  in  general,  are  in  good  condition. 
We  are  now  about  to  rebuild  a  part  of  Circuit  One,  from 
the  Depot,  through  Maplewood  Ave.,  to  Dennett  Street, 
caused  by  the  removal  of  poles  on  easterly  side  of  Maple- 
wood  Ave.,  by  the  Telephone  Co.,  they  having  put  their 
wires  underground  in  this  section. 

In  closing  this  report  I  would  strongly  recommend  the 
installing  of  several  extra  fire  Alarm  Boxes,  one  near  the 
High  School  Building,  and  one  on  Aldrich  Road. 

In  the  matter  of  pole  locations  approved  by  me,  I  have 
requested  the  same  be  made  joint  wherever  possible  with 
the  Electric  Light  and  Telephone  Companies,  thereby  do- 
ing away  with  duplicate  poles  on  the  same  street.

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1929  Report  of  the  Fire  Department 


To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  City  Council : — 
Gentlemen : — 

The  following  is  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Portsmouth 
Fire  Department  for  year  ending  December  31,  1929. 

This  department  has  a  very  creditable  report  to  submit 
this  year.  Although  we  have  had  more  alarms  than  any 
previous  year,  our  damage  has  been  smaller,  which  the 
following  figures  will  prove. 

We  have  answered  a  total  of  205  alarms,  divided  thus: 
Still  Alarms  163,  Bell  Alarms  18,  and  Out-of-Town  24. 
Out-of-Town  Calls  were  as  follows:  Rye  9,  Greenland  6, 
Newington  4,  Eliot  2,  Kittery  2  and  New  Castle  1.  Total 
alarms  amounted  to  17  more  than  in  the  year  1926,  when 
we  had  a  greater  number  than  in  any  previous  year. 

Below  are  figures  showing  value  of  buildings  endan- 
gered and  damage  done  to  builidngs  and  contents,  as  well 
as  insurance  carried  on  same.

The  Department  is  in  first  class  condition.  All  our  ap- 
paratus is  in  perfect  shape  and  we  have  a  good  supply  of 
hose. 

In  some  parts  of  our  city  hydrants  are  dangerously 
scarce,  and  I  would  respectfully  recommend  that  the  May- 
or and  City  Council  give  this  condition  their  careful  con- 
sideration. 

I  would  also  recommend  the  installation  of  some  kind  of 
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automatic  heater  in  the  Central  Fire  Station.  The  saving 
in  coal  would  soon  pay  for  it  and  it  would  be  a  great  con- 
venience at  such  times  when  we  are  forced  to  go  out  and 
leave  the  doors  open.

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1929  Report  of  the  City  Solicitor 


The  Honorable  Mayor  and  City  Council, 
Portsmouth,  New  Hampshire. 

Gentlemen : 

I  beg  to  submit  herewith  my  report  as  City  Solicitor  of 
the  business  of  my  Department  for  the  year  of  1929.  The 
City  Ordinances  provide  that  the  Solicitor  shall  annually 
report  in  writing  to  the  City  Council  all  unfinished  busi- 
ness in  his  department  including  the  names,  grounds,  and 
stages  of  progress  of  all  suits  pending  in  which  the  City 
is  a  party  or  is  interested. 

At  the  present  time  there  are  more  suits  pending  in 
which  the  City  of  Portsmouth  is  defendant  than  for  many 
years.  The  majority  of  these  are  petitions  for  abatement 
of  taxes,  the  Portsmouth  Gas  Company  having  filed  four 
such  petitions  seeking  relief  for  taxes  assessed  in  the 
years  1926,  1927,  1928,  and  1929;  while  the  Portsmouth 
Historical  Society  has  also  petitioned  the  Superior  Court 
for  an  abatement  of  taxes  for  the  year  1929  in  order  that 
its  taxable  status  under  the  law  may  be  definitely  ascer- 
tained. 

During  the  past  year,  the  Superior  Court  acted  favor- 
ably upon  the  petition  of  Edward  F.  Stimpson  for  leave  to 
file  a  claim  for  injuries  sustained  because  of  a  defective 
culvert,  and  this  action  is  now  pending.  A  suit  brought  by 
Thomas  Flynn,  et  als  against  the  City  for  damages  arising 
from  alleged  obstruction  of  the  entrance  to  property  was 
terminated  at  the  April  Term  of  Court  by  a  non-suit,  while 
a  petition  by  the  same  parties  asking  an  assessment  of 
damages  arising  from  the  same  cause  has  been  heard  by 
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the  Superior  Court,  no  decision  having  been  handed  down 
as  yet. 

The  demands  upon  the  time  and  attention  of  the  City 
Solicitor  are  many  and  varied  in  character.  Opinions  have 
been  rendered  upon  all  questions  submitted  and  advice 
given  to  officers  and  departments  of  the  City  when  sought 
or  required,  as  well  as  to  many  private  citizens  in  matters 
affecting  their  own  and  the  City's  interests.  I  have  ap- 
peared for  the  City  in  all  actions  brought  or  pending  in 
the  Superior  Court.  Such  instruments  as  have  been  re- 
quired have  been  executed  and  such  duties  performed  as 
required  by  the  Mayor,  the  City  Council,  or  the  various  de- 
partments of  the  City. 

The  City  Ordinances  also  provide  that  the  City  Solicitor 
shall  commence  and  prosecute  before  the  Municipal  Court 
all  suits  and  complaints  brought  by  the  City  Marshal, 
This  is  one  of  the  most  important  duties  of  the  City  So- 
licitor, and  the  record  of  the  Court  shows  that  there  have 
been  years,  covering  various  violations  of  State  Laws  or 
three  hundred  and  ninety-five  complaints  so  prosecuted 
during  the  past  year,  covering  various  violations  of  State 
Laws  or  City  Ordinances. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  spirit  of  co- 
operation and  assistance  rendered  by  the  various  officers 
and  departments  of  the  City  in  carrying  on  the  business 
of  my  department.  I  desire  to  specially  commend  the  City 
Marshal  and  the  personnel  of  his  department  for  the  ef- 
ficient and  zealous  manner  in  which  they  have  carried 
out  their  duties  in  the  interest  of  the  public.

To  the  Board  of  Instruction: 

Following  is  the  Financial  Report  of  your  Secretary  for 
the  city  fiscal  year  ending  December  31,  1929.  This  report 
shows  a  total  expenditure  of  $4438.52  over  the  preceding 
year,  and  a  cost  per  pupil  of  $79.21,  or  an  increase  of  32c 
per  pupil  over  the  year  before.  The  average  cost  per  pu- 
pil for  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  for  the  nearest  cor- 
responding period  was  $90.10.  Accordingly  Portsmouth's 
expenditure  last  year  was  $10.89  per  pupil  or  12.08%  be- 
low the  state  average.

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THE  NEW  BUILDING 

The  practical  assurance  of  a  new  building  for  the  junior 
high  school  has  added  hope  and  encouragement  to  the  en- 
tire school  staff.  The  prospect  of  a  higher  grade  of  schol- 
arship through  a  reduction  of  teacher  load  is  near  to  real- 
ization.   This  building  will : 

1.  Relieve  the  high  school  of  Grade  IX,  or  on  the  basis 
of  present  registration  approximately  225  pupils. 

2.  Remove  Grades  VII  from  New  Franklin  and  Haven 
buildings,  thus  giving  these  children  the  benefit  of  junior 
high  departmental  work. 

3.  Permit  the  bringing  together  of  all  seventh  and 
eighth  grade  groups  into  one  builidng. 

4.  Permit  the  closing  of  Cabot  Street  builidng. 

5.  Permit  the  use  of  Whipple  building  for  an  addition- 
al elementary  school,  kindergarten  to  Grade  VI  inclusive. 

6.  Prevent  the  crowding  of  Grades  V  and  VI  at  Lafay- 
ette building. 

7.  Permit  the  transfer  of  pupils  from  Farragut  to 
Whipple  building. 

Thus  the  immediate  result  will  be  a  relief  in  congestion 
through  a  redisricting  of  the  city  and  the  reassignment  of 
pupils.  The  real  result  will  be  better  schools  with  more 
individual  pupil  attention  and  higher  scholastic  standing. 

For  the  new  building  I  suggest  the  following: 

1.  A  colonial  type  of  architecture  with  grade  A  fire- 
proof construction. 

2.  Separate  rooms  for  auditorium  and  gymnasium. 

3.  At  least  three  stairways  of  open  steel  construction. 

4.  Steel  lockers  in  corridor  walls. 

5.  Floors  of  linoleum  or  tile  material. 

6.  Standard  classrooms  28x22  feet  for  thirty  pupils 
each. 
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7.  Walls  between  class  rooms  and  corridors  of  suffic- 
ient thickness  to  permit  ample  bookcases,  closets,  etc.,  for 
display  and  storage  purposes. 

8.  An  attractive  hallway  for  convenience  and  educa- 
tional effect. 

9.  Provision  for  visual  instruction  and  radio  reception. 

10.  The  entire  building  to  be  planned  and  designed  by 
an  architect  familiar  with  the  best  practice  in  modern 
schoolhouse  construction. 

The  building  should  be  more  than  a  mere  school  build- 
ing. It  should  be  designed  for  an  educational  laboratory 
according  to  the  best  standards  yet  developed.  Anything 
less  would  be  a  mistake  and  later  regretted.  There  will  be 
opposition  to  its  construction.  Some  will  not  realize  its 
needs;  others  will  object  to  its  cost.  But  this  is  inevitable 
and  to  be  expected.  I  venture  to  say  that  no  New  Eng- 
land community  ever  erected  a  school  building  with  unan- 
imous approval.  I  am  equally  sure  that  when  the  building 
is  completed  and  in  use  and  the  financial  burden  proves 
less  than  anticipated  Portsmouth  will  be  highly  satisfied 
with  its  venture  and  only  regret  that  it  was  not  undertak- 
en earlier. 

A  PROBLEM 

Organized  society  sets  up  for  itself  simple  regulations 
to  govern  its  conduct  to  which  all  members  are  expected 
to  subscribe.  A  modern  school  is  a  miniature  community, 
a  duplicate  of  the  larger  community,  in  which  are  furnish- 
ed numerous  opportunities  for  participation  in  activities 
and  restraints  similar  to  those  encountered  outside  the 
school.  And  herein  lies  the  school's  responsibility.  If  it 
fails  to  teach  obedience  by  requiring  its  students  to  be 
obedient,  or  respect  for  law  and  order  by  leading  its  stu- 
dents to  be  respectful,  or  honesty  by  insisting  upon  the 
practice  of  honesty,  it  fails  in  its  purpose  however  high  its 
scholastic  standing.    Young  people  cannot  be  trained  to  be 
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good  citizens  in  the  future  unless  they  are  required  to  be 
good  citizens  now. 

In  the  enforcement  of  this  ideal  the  school  needs  the 
largest  measure  of  public  support.  It  often  receives  the 
least.  Through  the  misunderstanding  of  the  issue  or  mis- 
guided sympathy  for  the  pupil  parents  and  others  often 
counteract  the  school's  effort  by  upholding  error  or  breach 
of  discipline  and  create  in  the  pupil's  mind  a  mistrust  of 
the  school  as  well  as  the  lesson  it  is  trying  to  teach.  The 
most  discouraging  fact  concerning  the  training  of  youth 
today  is  not  that  youth  is  less  reliable  than  in  other  years, 
but  that  parents  display  such  an  attitude  of  opposition 
when  attempts  are  made  to  maintain  reasonable  standards 
of  guidance  and  control  in  the  school. 

A  STANDARD 

Frequent  pressure  is  brought  to  bear  upon  teachers  and 
clever  methods  employed  to  advertise  through  the  chil- 
dren all  manner  of  commercial  enterprises.  More  and  a 
greater  variety  of  such  attempts  have  been  made  this  year 
than  ever  before.  The  principals  and  teachers  are  defi- 
nitely instructed  that  any  such  practice  is  contrary  to  the 
Portsmouth  Board's  regulations  and  seldom  is  a  violation 
reported.  Similar  rules  are  in  force  concerning  the  can- 
vassing of  teachers  at  school  builidngs  for  books,  wearing 
apparel,  etc.  This  does  not  apply  to  occasional  calls  of 
school  book  agents.  Because  of  this  increased  commercial 
activity  I  have  requested  that  no  agent  or  canvasser  be  re- 
ceived by  teachers  at  the  school  buildings  unless  the  visit 
has  been  authorized  at  Central  Office. 

PURCHASES 

In  a  small  city  like  ours  the  Central  Office  must  func- 
tion in  the  varied  capacities  of  leadership,  supervision  and 
business  management.  Under  the  latter  falls  the  pur- 
chase of  all  regular  equipment,  books  and  building  and 
educational  supplies.  During  the  past  four  years  our 
practice  has  been  to  order  twice  each  year,  in  June  and 
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December,  and  as  far  as  possible  take  advantage  of  special 
or  job  lot  prices.  That  our  per  capita  cost  for  such  ma- 
terial is  below  that  of  most  cities  of  the  state  is  an  evi- 
dence that  our  plan  is  proving  effective. 

PROFESSIONAL  REQUIREMENTS 

Indications  point  to  an  early  requirement  of  at  least  a 
three-year  normal  school  preparation  for  elementary 
teachers.  Accordingly  city  training  schools  are  confront- 
ed with  the  question  of  extending  their  courses  from  two 
to  three  years  in  length.  I  am  submitting  the  matter  to 
you  at  this  time  without  recommendation.  If  later  it 
seems  desirable  it  would  be  an  easy  and  inexpensive  step 
to  add  the  extra  year  to  our  course  at  the  Farragut  School.
